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1 . The Amendment filed on December 9, 2002 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-13 and 16-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior art Hanada 
(US Patent No. 4,411,331) teaches in Figs. 3-5, inter alia, a snap-on steering column shroud 
assembly comprising an upper shroud 2a of molded one-piece construction including a first upper 
parting edge, a second upper parting edge, an upper shroud upper end steering shaft passage portion 
71, and a plurality of upper shroud steering column assembly engaging cantilever snap fasteners 71 
and 81; and a lower shroud la of molded one-piece construction including a first lower parting edge, 
a second lower parting edge, a lower shroud upper end steering shaft passage portion, and a plurality 
of lower shroud steering column assembly engaging cantilever snap fasteners 21 and 61. However, 
Hanada does not teach or suggest a plurality of first parting edge snap receivers and a plurality of first 
parting edge snap connectors adjacent to the first upper parting edge and the first lower parting edge, 
that cooperate with each other to hold the first upper parting edge and the first lower parting edge 
in alignment with each other; and a plurality of second parting edge snap receivers and a plurality of 
second parting edge snap connectors adjacent to the second upper parting edge and the second lower 
parting edge that cooperate with each other and hold the second upper parting edge and the second 
lower parting edge in alignment with each other as claimed in claims 16 and 20. See, e.g., the snap 
receivers 102 or 106 and snap connectors 92 or 96 in applicant's Figs. 2 and 4 and applicant's 
remarks on pages 12 and 13 of Paper No. 3.
